Old, Successful Sire Abroad. 

Lomlou. Eng.. Septeinln‘r D». — Mr. Richard Croker 
h.as sold the well-known thorougldwed sire. .Vmerieiis. 
to go to Germany, whither he will be accompanie<i 
by the three-year-old. Republic, b.v Americus. out 
of King’s Daughter. The price tiaid for the pair 
was $20.OK>. The German government was the 
purchaser and both horses go to the Imperial Stud 
as stallions. 

The, stallion now called Americus began his public 
career as a starter for the Kenwood Stakes at 
Washington Park .lune 2.'^. 1S!G, and ran last, an- 
other Callfornia-br»-d \ouiigster. Bcllicoso, winning. 
.Xuieric'us was then called Bey del Carcde.s and rap 
as the iwoperty of Ids breeder. E. J. Baldwin. He 
was a tniiienilmisly fast two year-old and a tre- 
niend<ius quitter al.so. A few days after his second 
race, whicli was a purse win. lie started in the 
raltmlile World’s Fair Stakes and was winning in 
a canter with but a sixteenth more to go when he 
quit in a twinkling without auy apparent reason, 
with the result that Li.ssak got uu and placed the 

H.7.7SO of first money to the credit of Jack Ohiun. 
However, he won a stake race at Latouia and sev- 
eral puraes liefore going hack to California. 

The next year he won ten raees for .Mr. Bald- 
«Tn. mostly over the New York trai-ks, serenil 
•take raees included, and was rated as alsmt the

second Jo Grig in the Portland Plate at Doncaster. 
In Ivt7 he won tlie Riddlesdown Plate at Epsom 
and Southdown Plate at Brigliton otit of a nunilsT 
of starts iiiid was retired to tlie stud. He was 
leasml or rented in some fashion for service in 
itnly. Here Ids progeny made such an impression 
tliat Croker liastliy recalled 1dm and for the past 
lialf dozen years (lie borsc has ranked well and 
sired many winners of note. He w.as the leading 
Irish sire last year. His acquisition is a galu to 
Gcriiiany. (’roker prohahly allowed him to go Ix'- 
oause he intends that Orby shall dominate his stud 
hereafter, but he could have done worse tliaii to 
retain a horse of such proved worth. His son. 
Republic, that accompanies liim to Germany, has 
done nothing of note in racing. 

RICHARD CROKER HAS STRONG FEELING. 

Bitterly Contrasts the Personal Liberty of England 
with that of His Own Land. 



Richard Croker. in a cahleil talk alwit .\meric.iii 
events as he sees them in Ireland. Is quoted as sa.v- 
ing; “I.sH*k what the iKditielans have been up to in 
New York. The Hughes antl-lietting law Is enough 
to damn any party. They have broken up horse rac- 
ing. They are ruining the country, ruining the race 
tracks in whicli a great deal of money is Invested, 
ruining the tireeilers of horses, inan.v of whom are 
bri-aking np their studs, and that in a free country. 
It is a free country no longer. You get more free 
dom over hero. I go to race meetings hero aim 1 
see a line crowd of r>eonlc enjoying themselves, and 
King Edward liiniself at their head. King Edward 
Is the finest siiortsiuan in the world, and If tlierc 
was uiiytliing wrong in It* do you think he would 
lx* at the head of all kinds of sport.s in this country V 
In Ixnidoti you have the National Sporting (Jliili. 
where they encourage all kinds of sports ami are 
alloweil to make a certain amount of money. ai:d 
the rest gw's to hospitals and charities.” • 

Croker added that be was not against a certain 
supervision of liefling and gambling, and would 
favor tlie introduetlon of tlie pari-mutuel system 
of betting. Imt certainl.y would not endeavor to stop 
betting altogether, as it was in human nature to 
gamble ami in the spirit of a free people. That’s 
why it is tolerated over here. Itecaiise it is the will 
of the people, and that’s whv the king Is at Its 
head. Continuing ills argument as to the ethics of 
gamhllug. Croker said it was in the essence of 
human nature to gamble. ‘‘If I Insure this house.” 
he said, iudiemtiug the mansion in which he lives. 
“I merely bet with the insurance comnany that 
it will be burnt down and the company bets it 
won’t, and if I insure my horse I bet he will break 
his neck and the company takes the risk that he 
will not. It Is the same, to a large extent. In busi- 
ness of all kinds.” 

“But. Mr. Croker. a man may bet with what 
he cannot afford to lose, he may mortgage his coat.” 

‘‘That,” replied Croker. “Is his affair. If he 
didn’t put it on a horse he probably would get rid 
of it some other way.” Ooker added there was no 
reason why gambling laws should not apply equally 
to the stock exchange as to the race track. Ilughe.C 
policy. Croker said, would get us back to the puri- 
t.anlcal days of knownothing. Croker hopes to visit 
New York in the fall, hut bis missiou will have 
nothing to do with politics.

SEATTLE MEETING A GREAT SUCCESS. 

S<‘iitlle. AVasli.. Seplenilier 7. — The seveuty-lhree- 
days siiiiinier ineeiiug of the King Coimly Fair 
.Association, which <-omes to a clos<> at the Mead 
ows next Saturday, was hy.aD odds Die most succe.ss- 
fnl in the histor.v of racing li<;realMnits. Only from 
Die .slandiKiiiit of form was it disappointing. AA'hen 
tli(( nipeling opeiied. the expectation prcvailcKl that 
in view of the fair class of tiorses eiiga.g.'d. form 
would be elos“ly oliserveil. This e.xpectation was 
not realized, lioweter. The percentage of winning 
lavorites has In'en extreinel.v low and fiwm followers 
liave had disastrous oxiieriences. Exasiieratlng re- 
versals have been painfully fre/jnent despite Die 
most vigilant efforts of the ollieiais and nianj’ of 
them have been of an unaeeoniitable character. 
In the endtavor to keep tin* sport eleaii. the judges 
suspended a greater imnilier of jockeys than had 
prebabl.v ever la-fore been discitdlned in that manner 
at a ineeiing of eiinul duration and most of them 
are still on the ground and likely to remain there 
for sonic time to come. Sonic of the la«>kinakers 
lliat operated ttiroiighont tiie meeting won fairly 
well, few of them lost to au.v considerable extent, 
but none of them rolled up Die enormous proiits 
that might la- liaiked for in view of the failure of Die 
horses to run To form. Boy OITntt figures as the 
biggest los«'r among the layers. He unit early in tlie 
ireeling with a balance of #2 ::.oik» on the wrong 
side of the sheet and has failed to recoup any 
material |iart of his losses in liis oi>orations from 
the ground, llnghe.v .lones. George Leudoii. W. G. 
Yanke and Jotimiy Lewis are among the principal 
winners. Jones won alamt $12 ,<kh» taaiking and 
Sti.otH.) more betting, while the others named arc 
each alamt .'610.01)0 winner. 

That there «ill be Dicing here again next season 
is the la-lief of lliose well versed in local polities. 
Kaily in tlie s«‘as<in there was consiileralile agitation 
against the sport, but it has aiiparently died out 
and lliiksi- in cb»se loueii with the situation enter- 
tain Die idea that there will he no anti-racing 
legislation in this state the <a>iniiig winter. T'.ie 
f.-K-t that the whole slate is interested in the siic- 
e<-ss of the Alaska-A'ukon-Pacifie exposition next 
suniiner will nndonbtedl.v have a Iiearing on the 
fate of any legislation that may be atleni))ted, it 
being understixxl that the promoters of the exposi- 
tion are inclined to the opinion that the racing will 
hell) to atlraet visitors. 

Of the lightweight jockeys developed during tlie 
meeting. Page, Bussell. I'obiirn aud King are the 
likeliest to keep on making gisid. AVilson is a fair 
prosiK'ct, hut hardly as good as the others. Slug 
gishiK'ss at the baiTier is his chief fault. Russell, 
who Is under contract to AA'illiam Caine, is not only 
alert at the isist. but has a ver.v nice seat and hands, 
and is a right gixd finisher for such a little chap, 
lie can ride at eighty-two tiounds and to liis pro- 
ficiency in the saddle is largely due the finaiieial 
success which his eniplo.ver has had during the meet- 
ing. Caine appears to have a faculty f<H- inuking 
riders. Itenn.v McClain, the sen.sation of last sea- 
son here, having la*en develoia'd by him. Bussell 
will ride during the winter at Oakland. Page, who 
is under eonlraet to Early AVrighl. will go to 
Santa Anita uilh bis eniiiloyer for the winter. He 
weiglis about ninety poninls and is a cool, calculating 
rider and a iKiwerful finisher, but inclined to be a 
bit slow in getting away from the iiost. He ap- 
pears to be an esiiecially capable rider over a dis- 
tance of ground. Coburn and King have come into 
the liinelighr only recenll.v. The former is, a brother 
of “.Monk” Coburn, a good rider in Ids day. He is 
under contract to V. H. Terry, trainer for Steele 
(K: Biley. and gives promise of becoming a ver.v 
us.,*fiil rider. lie does ubont ninety jiounds anil 
bandies a horse well for a Isiy of his limited ex- 
i;erience. King Is the latest boy to show promising 
I'oriii. He is the protege of J. Doyle, trainer fi>r 
Dr. T. S. Childs. He has been making the most of 
his limited opiiortunities and. with Coburn, be un- 
doubtedly will give a go<Kl account of liimst-lf at 
Oi.'sland the coming winter. 

Irving II. AVheatcroft. the English capitalist whos<> 
lioi-ses have raei-d here with signal success under the 
sobriunet of the St. James Stable, in charge of 
trainer Lew Marion, is iilanniiig to ostablish hiin- 
s«dr as a breeiler on an ambitious scale at ids e.x- 
tensivi- eotiDlry estate on St. James Island, near 
Victoria. B. C. AA’heatcroft already bus tlic nucleus 
for bis breeding establishment and will iinttort sev- 
eral well-brtsl stallions from England in tlie near 
tniiire. He is also in the market for several ihor- 
(Mighbreds of gixMl cla.ss to ri‘intorce Ids racing 
siring, which will be campaigned at Sania .Anita 
I’ark the coming winter. In making purchases of 
racing stock. AA'heatcrofr will eontine himself lo 
mares and siullioiis. s<» that when their nsefnlness 
<111 the track is over, they may Ije available Rir .stud 
purposes. 

.Matt Beis pro|ios«*s to make a trip to New York 
in the immediate future for the purpose of strength- 
ening his stable for the winter eampaign at (lakland. 
.I(M‘ Tigne. who lias obtaimMl excellent results in 
training the Beis burses, will campaign Ilcrives 
and .Marianna ovi'r the "bush” circuit in eastern 
AVasIdiigtoii ami Idutei. after wliicii they will be 
disposed of. if possible. Tigne is planning to make 
u jiK'kc.v of .lo*» Lt'iii'ris, a hK'iil lad wlio rei'cntl.v 
entered his employ as an exercise bo.v and who ap- 
pears to liav<> the uiialitications of a rider.
